Monitinieri et al disclose in Figures 1-4 a syringe capable of storing a medical agent comprising 
an outer tube (14) with an inside in a decompressed and sterilized state before use, a gasket (34), a sealing 
film (80 and 86), an extension/contraction pusher (15) with a rupture portion (15a) and connection portion 
for connection with the gasket, a support member (82), and a movement preventative member (58)
